greater pnrt of the timi* of the meeting 
answering queBtions und suggestions 
nuide by niemliers of the committee. 
He and Morgan engaged in several 
spirited colloquies. 
Olney made two 
points agaUiHt the Cameron resolution 
as folimvs: l—That the Cuban insur­ 
gents have estabUshnd no government. 
2—That the right to recogni*e a new 
state rests with the preslrtenl. Inde­ 
pendent of conKi'CHHional action. 


lie contended In elaboration of the 
flr>«t point that the pretended govorn- 
nient of the island was without habita* 
tion. 


llaw Mvrgsa tTonld ManaK« Thlna*. 
“Suppose you recogiUxe the tnde- 
Itendence of the island," he said, "what 
are you going (o do with it ?" 


"I for one," replied Morgan, “while 
advocating this reooRniiion want It un­ 
derstood that I am oppoHed to annexa­ 
tion." 


“How, then, wonhl you maintain its 
Independence?” uslit‘d tiie HotTetary, 
hiniHolf becoming interlocutor. “How 
would you, ft»r Instanee, prevent Span­ 
ish domination over the iHland?" 


“I would," replied the Alnbanm sena­ 
tor, "estiibllsh. If need itc, a protector­ 
ate. I would follow much the Aume |iol* 
Icy that we are pursuing with regard ta 
Hawaii, and l w*ould »end an army as 
we did In the case of Mexlro." 


Mcorclary Appear« *H'«»miínk Hoiind.** 
The secretary made the impression 
upon some of the member« of the eom- 
mtttee by the way he pursued thl» line 
of inquiry that while lie was disponed 
to’hold out strongly for the preHldent's 
prerogative he 
was not nearly so 
strongly opposed toCuban litdependenco 
as he had been a year ago, and that ho 
would be entirely reconciled to it if 
satiHtled as to the future course to be 
pursued. He did not di.Hsent strongly 
h'ont a |K>inl made thul his own report 
showed a sutDcient cause for action, 
and he admitted that a state of af­ 
fairs which permits the killing of Amer­ 
ican citlxens and the destruction of 
American 
property was deplorable. 
“They are, however," he added, “ths 
Incidents of war." 


“Not of war properly conducted, but 
of anarchy,” was the response.

cle iu The Medical Record b j Dr.. 
George F. Shrady, itH editor. "We need 
uot,” says Div Slirady, ' ‘eiiiyhasiie the 
evil offectHol whnt i» usually culled bad 
voiitilatiou. 
It in perluips true that 
acute diseases are uot to he traced to 
the sauio, but it uiny bo safely stated 
that there is a distinct deterioratiou of 
vital forces iu thoso who are coustaiitly 
subjected to tho iuiparo atiuosphere of 
badly voutilatod ruuius. 
Tlie cause of 
tiio Hiukeuin» souHution which coiues 
over us upou euteriug uii atmosphere 
cou tit in in »ted witli uintiy breaths or of 
the gradual deterioratiou ol' (he vital 
forces which follows coufhieiueut iu snoh 
au atmosphero is uot kuowu. 
For a 
uuiuber of years prior to IHBä the view 
prevailed that the discomfort uud dau* 
ger to health and life in badly ventilat­ 
ed rooiuH wcro largely due to orgatiio 
matters contuiued in the air expired, 
aud that the iucrease iu carbouic acid 
due to respiration has but little effect ill 
producing the bad result.s. 
Recently, 
however, several expcriuieuters have 
coucluded that tlie organic luatters iu 
the exhaled breath are uot haruiful, at 
least to auiiuals. ’’ 


Referring to recent experiments on 
the subject, Dr. Shradysays; “ The re­ 
sults justify the conclusion tliat the dis­ 
comfort felt iu crowded, ill voutilatod 
rooms is uot due to excoeslvo carbonic 
acid or to bacteria or iu most coses 
to dusts uf auy kiud, but is in reality 
due to exca^^.sivtt touiporutnre uud un­ 
pleasant odors, 
Notliing iu tliesu cx- 
perinieuts s Iua v h tliu cause uf tho uu- 
ploa.sant, iuustyodor of an unveutilated 
room, and attention is culled to (he 
curious fact that cases of fainting iu 
crowiled rooms usually occur iu women 
and uru conucctod, the authors think, 
with defetilive resiiiratory action due 
to tight lacing. 
Finally these iiivesti- 
gutions, tlio uuihors declare, go to prove 
tliut some of the theories upon which 
uioderu systems uf vcntiiation are bused 
are eitiier witlunit foundation t>r doubt­ 
ful, and tliat the piublein of securing 
comfort and iicaltli in inliubited rtionis 
requires tiie consideratiun of tiie best 
uiethods of iireveiiting or dis|iosing of 
dust uf various kind<, uf rcKulating 
temperature and inoisturo and of I'urry- 
iug oil' poisonous gases derived frtuu 
lieating and ligliting apparalus rutl;er 
than uf hiniply diluting tlu; air to u cer­ 
tain standard <if pioiiortiou of carboiiio 
aciti pre.seiit. ”

burn, went to tho ttnvn clerk for tliis 
license. 
At tirst the luwn clerk was 
niucii pu'/.zled wiiat to do. as lie had uo 
prti]ter license blanks, but he tlnaily got 
over tlie ditliculty, and llie clergymen 
departed.

the weirds “ to iterftjrui uinrriuges,” und 
so forth.
